Salem resident Rell Peck 
has been named the grand 
marshal of the 11th annual 
Salem Lighted Christ¬ 
mas Parade. 

“It’s really an honor. 

The parade is well re¬ 
ceived. We’ve got some 
nice floats,” Peck said. 

“I haven’t seen it the 
last few years because 
I’ve always played 
Santa Claus. But I en¬ 
joyed that, too, so I 
have no complaints.” 

Peck was born in Illinois. 
When he was 10, his family 
moved to the Parker Store 
area near Salem. He at¬ 
tended Salem High School, 
where he played baseball. 

“We went to the state 


tournament from 1952 to 
1955 - all four years I was in 
school.” he said. “Each year, 
we would win one game and 
then get beat.” 

Peck graduated 
from Salem High in 
1955. He went on to 
serve in the U.S. 
Navy. Stationed in 
California, Peck stud¬ 
ied electronics and 

radar repair. He at¬ 
tended Foothill Col¬ 
lege near Mountain 
View, Calif. 

“They were really 
high on electronics. Of 

course, Silicon Valley is sit¬ 
ting right there at the 

doorstep,” he said. 

He spent four years on ac¬ 
tive duty and then more than 
a year in the reserves. 


After his time in the mili¬ 
tary, Peck decided to pack up 
his family and return to Ken¬ 
tucky once his children were 
of school age. Upon returning 
to the area, Peck became in¬ 
volved in the trucking indus¬ 
try. He had a fleet of trucks 
that hauled materials from 
several locations, including 
Three Rivers Rock Quarry 
near Burna. 

“At any one time, I would 
have as many as 600 truck 
tires in my inventory. Either 
on trucks, in my inventory for 
me to put on or off being re¬ 
treaded,” he said. “I had to 
develop myself a computer 
program to keep track of 
them.”

Storm dumps up to 6 inches of frozen precipitation

What ranks as the worst winter 
storm to hit the area since the ice 
storm of 2009 paled in comparison 
to that catastrophic event but 
caused its own share of problems 
just the same. 

Dubbed Winter Storm Cleon by 
the Weather Channel, last week's 
arctic system created a multitude of 
travel issues from the Rockies to the 
East Coast and left pockets of the 
nation without power, though only 
isolated outages occurred locally. 
The storm, which put much of the 
nation in a deep freeze, also killed 11 
people, but no deaths or serious in¬ 
juries were reported in Crittenden 
County. 

After seeing temperatures top out 
in the 70s the day before, the winter 
weather hit western Kentucky and 
Crittenden County last Thursday 
night - two weeks before the official 
start of winter - with a coating of 
freezing rain and sleet that turned to 
heavy snow on Friday. Altogether, 
about six inches of wintry precipita¬ 
tion fell on the county, canceling 
school, postponing events and shut¬ 
tering many businesses around the 
county. 

"We didn't get nearly as much ice 
as we had first thought," said David 
Travis, Crittenden County Emer¬ 
gency Management director, who 
was on standby all weekend in the 
event the storm took a turn for the 
worse like the 2009 ice event. "We 
had a lot more snow than ice." 

Initial forecasts called for as 
much as a quarter-inch of freezing 
rain, which could have easily 


wreaked havoc on the power system 
and led to downed transmission 
lines. Widespread and prolonged 
loss of electrical service is what made 
the ice storm of nearly five years ago 
so disastrous, leaving some places in 
the county without power for more 
than two weeks. 

The local electrical grid was 
spared by last week's winter storm. 

Travis said the power at his home 
in northern Crittenden County 
blinked a time or two, but he never 
lost power. 

In fact, both Kenergy Corp. and 


Kentucky Utilities Co., which each 
serve Crittenden County, reported 
minimal outages during the storm. 

"We were so lucky," said Kenergy 
Communications and Public Rela¬ 
tions Manager Renee Beasley Jones. 
"We really didn't have any problems." 

Jones did say there were a few 
outages reported across Kenergy's 
14-county distribution system, but 
most affected only a handful of cus¬ 
tomers. 

Cliff Feltham, statewide media re-

Individuals, churches, businesses 
and organizations are encouraged to 
visit the bank and Shopko to ensure 
each child receives a gift for Christmas. 

In addition to sponsoring children 
under 12, Community Christmas also 
works to give teens vouchers that have 
to be spent at local businesses. It also 
aims to provide food to those in need.

Local police to target 
drunk drivers with 
December campaign

This holiday season, Marion Police 
and Crittenden County Sheriffs de¬ 
partments have their officers out in 
force cracking down on drunk drivers 
throughout the month. 

Marion Police Chief Ray O'Neal says 
motorists in Marion tend to be on their 
best behavior during the holidays, and 
that's a good thing. 

There are an average of one or two 
DUI arrests in the community every 
month, but O'Neal says drivers seem 
more aware during the holidays of the 
risks of driving drunk. Plus, he says, 
they know police are closely watching. 

Through its aggressive Drive Sober 
or Get Pulled Over enforcement cam¬ 
paign, which begins Friday and runs 
through Jan. 1, state and local law en¬ 
forcement will be watching for drunk 
drivers to help keep roads safe for hol¬ 
iday travelers. 

Chief O'Neal and Sheriff Wayne 
Agent are issuing a fair warning to all 
partygoers: "You’ll see us making lots 
of stops during this highly visible en¬ 
forcement period, and if we suspect 
anyone is driving while intoxicated, of¬ 
ficers will show zero tolerance for 
drunk driving,” O'Neal said. 

Unfortunately, the excitement and 
celebrations of the holiday season can

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Edwards didn’t have to cross the Jordan alone 


In May of 2009, when Lois 
Edwards was celebrating her 
100th birthday among loved 
ones at the senior citizens 
center in Marion, she was 
serenaded by the resonant 
voice of Charles Brantley 
with her favorite song, “I 
Won’t Have to Cross the Jor¬ 
dan Alone.” 

Over the weekend, Ed¬ 
wards crossed the Jordan. 
And as she made her way 
across that river and into 
eternity, you can bet she had 
company. 

Edwards, likely the most 
senior of all Crittenden 
Countians, died Saturday at 
the age of 104. 

Four-and-a-half years 
ago, I had the opportunity to 
sit down with Edwards as 
she was surrounded by 
friends and family at her

home away from home, the 
senior citizens center. Sharp- 
minded and quick-witted, 
she shared about as much 
with me as one could in re¬ 
counting 100 years of life in 
the ever-so-brief span of an 
hour or so. 

She had just wrapped up 
her third celebration of hit¬ 
ting the centennial mark - 
first with her church 
women’s group, then with 
others at her home at Crit¬ 


tenden County Health and 
Rehab and finally at the sen¬ 
ior center. She had one more 
left, too. That would be a pri¬ 
vate celebration with her “kid 
sister,” Mildred Cullen - 10 
years Edwards’ junior - and 
other family members. 

Cullen and Edwards were 
long inseparable, having 
spent much of their time to¬ 
gether after losing their hus¬ 
bands. 

To pretend to sum up 104 
years of life here would be a 
disservice, but briefly... 

Born in Crittenden 
County in 1909, Edwards 
endured a remarkable period 
in history, having seen both 
the best and worst of what 
man has to offer. 

She saw 18 men serve as 
President of the United 
States. She endured The 


Great Depression with her 
husband Hubert, whom she 
married in 1928. She spent a 
portion of World War II 
building military aircraft in a 
converted auto assembly 
plant in Detroit. She then re¬ 
turned to Crittenden County 
with her husband in 1943 
and maintained a farm in 
the Mattoon area. Years 
later, they moved to Marion. 
Hubert died in 1984 and Ed¬ 
wards never remarried. 

Through it all, she was a 
gracious, humble and happy 
lady, with a body, mind and 
spirit that defied the odds. 

Yet her secret to longevity 
was not so secret. She ate 
what she wanted, not fretting 
over calories or carbs. She 
never smoked. She never 
drank. She enjoyed a good 
game of cards, particularly 


Rook. And she walked a 
straight and narrow spiritual 
path. 

In fact, that is most as¬ 
suredly what carried Ed¬ 
wards through her life and to 
the other side of the Jordan. 

The ravages of time on the 
body and mind can turn the 
best of us into grumps and 
grouches, ever-complaining 
about this ache or that pain. 
Even as relative youth, we 
might gripe about how unfair 
time has been to us. 

Most of us do it. It cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t make us bad 
people; it just seems to work 
against us. 

The reality is, time is 
something we all share 
equally. It’s a common de¬ 
nominator. What you do with 
that time is what makes a 
life. It’s what defines us. 


During her time, Edwards 
made the best of things. And 
instead of relying on her own 
aging body to grind out each 
step of her walk along the 
straight and narrow, she 
simply depended on a vi¬ 
brant soul and heavenly 
partner to carry her along 
that route. 

So could one say that is 
the key to life? 

“I’m sure it is,” Edwards 
told me without the slightest 
hesitation on a late May af¬ 
ternoon in 2009. 

What a fine example she 
set for everyone to follow.

lead to terrible decisions - and 
serious legal consequences. 

Data show that the holiday 
season is a particularly deadly 
time due to the increased 
number of drunk drivers on 
the roads. And although Mar¬ 
ion has historically seen fewer 
DUIs during the Christmas 
season, local officers will re¬ 
main vigilant. 

Nationally, in the Decem¬ 
bers from 2007 to 2011, there 
were 4,169 people killed in 
crashes that involved drivers 
with blood-alcohol content of 
0.08 percent, the legal limit in 
all 50 states. 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Admin¬ 
istration (NHTSA), 32,367 
people were killed in motor ve¬ 
hicle traffic crashes across the 
nation in 2011, and 31 per¬ 
cent (9,878) of those fatalities 
occurred in drunk-driving-re¬ 
lated crashes. Last year, Ken¬ 
tucky recorded more than 
5,750 alcohol-related crashes, 
resulting in 146 deaths and 
more than 3,000 injuries. 

The NHTSA estimates one 
in three Americans will be im¬ 
pacted by a drunken driving 
crash in their lifetime. 

“The December holiday 
season is the most wonderful 
time of the year, and we are 
going to keep our roads safe 
for travelers heading to visit 
friends and family,” O'Neal 


said. “This holiday, we will 
show zero tolerance for drunk 
drivers on the road. If you 
choose to drive drunk, we will 
see you, we will stop you, and 
you will be arrested.” 

Drunk drivers often face 
jail time, the loss of then- 
driver licenses, higher insur¬ 
ance rates and dozens of other 
unanticipated expenses such 
as attorney fees, fines and 
court fees, car towing and re¬ 
pair costs and lost wages due 
to time off from work. Even 
worse, a drunk driver can 
cause a traffic crash that 
claims someone’s life or then- 
own. 

The sheriff and police chief 
ask that motorists keep these 
tips in mind: 

- Even one drink can im¬ 
pair your judgment and in¬ 
crease the risk of getting 
arrested for driving drunk - or 
worse, the risk of having a 
crash while driving. 

- If you will be drinking, do 
not plan on driving. Plan 
ahead; designate a sober 
driver before the party begins. 

- If you have been drinking, 
do not drive. Call a sober 
friend or family member or 
use public transportation. 

- Be responsible. If some¬ 
one you know is drinking, do 
not let that person get behind 
the wheel. 

- If you see an impaired 
driver on the road, contact law 
enforcement. Your actions 
may save someone’s life, and 
inaction could cost a life.

lations manager for KU, said 
his company’s western Ken¬ 
tucky customers were also 
sparred, with only sporadic 
outages reported. 

"(The storm) kept moving 
and really didn't deposit the 
kind of heavy accumulations 
we thought western Kentucky 
was going to get,” he said. 

Travis said hazardous 
travel was the biggest problem 
caused by Old Man Winter. 

Largely because of those 
dangerous travel conditions, 
Crittenden County Judge- 
Executive Perry Newcom on 
Saturday issued a state of 
emergency in the county effec¬ 
tive the day before. 

"(T)his storm created a con¬ 
siderable hardship on emer¬ 
gency response agencies and 
departments of transportation 
that provide services to the 
citizens of Crittenden 
County," the executive order 
read. 

Newcom said the move 
makes the county eligible for 
any disaster aid that may be¬ 
come available, but more im¬ 
portantly, freed the county of 
normal procedures and for¬ 
malities otherwise required by 
law that could hinder re¬ 
sponse in emergency situa¬ 
tions. 

The state of emergency was 
rescinded on Monday. 

Though not near the disas¬ 


ter of 2009, Newcom said last 
week's winter storm was more 
of a problem in at least one 
way. 

"From a road standpoint, it 
was probably worse than 
2009," he said. 

Following the mid-winter 
storm of 2009, temperatures 
quickly rose to help with re¬ 
moval of ice from roadways. 
However, at press time, tem¬ 
peratures had yet to reach 
much above the freezing mark 
since last week's storm hit, 
making removal on roadways 
a slow process. Newcom said 
sunshine and warmer tem¬ 
peratures are the best recipe 
to clear roads quickly. 

Slippery roads kept Crit¬ 
tenden County Sheriffs De¬ 
partment busy working minor 
traffic accidents. Sheriff 
Wayne Agent said his 
deputies filed reports on 15 
automobile accidents. Most of 
the mishaps involved cars 
that had slid off roadways. 
Agent said many of the 
crashes were during the earli¬ 
est hours of the storm late last 
week. 

There was only one acci¬ 
dent in the county where a 
motorist was injured. In that 
case, a Jeep went off the road¬ 
way and rolled over. 

Marion Police Department 
worked just one accident dur¬ 
ing the icy conditions. 

Scott Tabor, owner of 
Tabor's Towing and Repair, 
reported about 20 wrecker 
service calls related to treach¬ 


erous road conditions. 

Road crews were out treat¬ 
ing and plowing roads as soon 
as the storm hit. Many state 
teams worked around the 
clock Thursday and Friday 
and throughout the weekend, 
keeping major highways as 
clear as possible. County 
crews also worked overtime, 
coming in before dawn on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday. The local 
crews also worked on Sunday 
after light wintry precipitation 
the night before. 

Marion City Administrator 
Mark Bryant said the city, too, 
was making good headway on 
clearing snow until both of the 
city's snow plows went down 
Saturday. By Monday, the 
plows were up and running 
again, continuing to clear 
streets along with state and 
county crews clearing roads. 

The county's road depart¬ 
ment had perhaps the most 
daunting task in clearing 
snow from roads. There are 
about 390 miles of roads they 
are charged with maintaining 
and only two snow plows and 
two graders are available for 
clearing roads. The county 
has a priority list, first focus¬ 
ing on areas of heavy traffic 
and dangerous hills and 
curves. Newcom said clearing 
chip seal and gravel roadways 
is tricky because plows can do 
serious damage to the road 
beds. 

Despite their best efforts, 
sub-freezing temperatures 
and little sunshine slowed 


road-clearing on Sunday and 
Monday, leading to the can¬ 
cellation of school on Monday 
and Tuesday. 

Crittenden County awoke 
Tuesday to a light dusting of 
snow, but accumulation 
caused few, if any problems. 
County road crews were 
helped by warmer tempera¬ 
tures and sunshine Tuesday, 
allowing schools to open on a 
two-hour delay Wednesday, 
although some routes re¬ 
mained unserviceable by bus. 
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MPDto 
get new 
service 
weapons 

Marion Police Department 
is getting ready to issue 
new service weapons to its 
officers. Police Chief Ray 
O'Neal said the depart¬ 
ment is trading in its cur¬ 
rent .45-caliber auto¬ 
loading handguns and re¬ 
placing them with 9mm 
Glocks. Marion officers 
have had their .45 Sig 
Sauers for the past 10 or 
so years, but O'Neal said it 
has been increasingly diffi¬ 
cult to buy ammunition for 
the larger weapons. Since 
the 9mm is a standard mil¬ 
itary round, O'Neal says 
ammunition will be easier 
to get well into the future, 
and it also is less expen¬ 
sive. The new guns will be 
issued in the coming days.

noon. 

Ellis has no regrets about 
cancelling last weekend’s af¬ 
fair three days ahead of 
schedule. 

“It was the right thing to 
do at the right time,” he 
said. 

As it turned out, a winter 
storm that hit last Thursday 
night with freezing rain and 
sleet ended up dumping sev¬ 
eral inches of snow on top of 
the ice. Though road crews 


had major thoroughfares 
through town in pretty good 
shape by Saturday, some 
city streets, rural state high¬ 
ways and county roads were 
still treacherous. 

Ellis said organizers con¬ 
tacted all 70 or so entries 
signed on for last weekend’s 
parade to notify them of the 
decision to reschedule the 
parade for this Saturday. 
There was no estimate at 
press time as to how many 
entries plan to participate 
this weekend. 

The theme of this year’s 
parade remains Christmas 


Memories. 

To coincide with the pa¬ 
rade, no parking will be al¬ 
lowed on Main Street from 1 
to 3 p.m. Saturday. Any ve¬ 
hicles remaining in parking 
spots along the street will be 
towed at the owner’s ex¬ 
pense. 

At press time, the forecast 
for the days leading up to 
the parade is for tempera¬ 
tures to remain below or just 
above freezing with a 30 per¬ 
cent chance of rain or snow 
showers on Saturday. The 
high for Saturday is pre¬ 
dicted at 41 degrees.

Apparently the winter 
weather is finally here - 
straight from harvest to ice 
and snow. I guess the old 
saying is true: If you don’t 
like the weather here, just 
wait a little while and it will 
change from 70 degrees one 
day with a winter weather 
advisory the next.

Wheat certifications 

Please remember that 
Sunday is the final date to 
timely certify wheat and 
other fall seeded small 
grains. This date is just 
around the corner. 

We now have been 
granted the ability to take 
late filed wheat or other fall 
seeded small grains until 
Jan. 15, 2014, without a late 
file penalty. We would still 
like to try to have all wheat 


certifications done by Sun¬ 
day if at all possible. 

As soon as you are able, 
please contact the office to 
schedule an appointment to 
certify. As always, you are 
more than welcome to drop 
off insurance maps. 

2013 commodity loans 

Commodity loans for 
2013 are available again; 
however, since they are from 
the 2013 crop year, they are 
subject to sequestration. 
What this means is that a 
small percentage will not be 
issued to the producer. 

The producer is not re¬ 
sponsible to repay this 
amount. The producer is 
only required to repay what 
dollars they did receive plus 
interest. Please keep in mind 
that these loans will be re¬ 
duced and additional paper¬ 
work will be required this 
year due to the sequestra¬ 
tion. 

The loan rates per 
bushels vary by county. 
Loans can be taken out on 
grain that is stored at a 
state-approved warehouse or 
stored on farm. 


Commodity loans are very 
simple to make. In many 
cases, if no release of a cur¬ 
rent lien is needed, these 
loans can be processed in 
the same day. 

If you are interested in a 
commodity loan, please call 
the office to let us know you 
are coming so we can have 
items prepared and ready for 
you.

Kentucky farm cash receipts soaring to record level

Kentucky's farm economy 
shifted into overdrive as a 
money maker this year, 
backed by robust equine, 
poultry and cattle markets 
and predictions of record 
grain yields that are putting 
total cash receipts on a rapid 
trajectory toward $6 billion, 
agricultural economists said 
last week. 

The record-breaking pro¬ 


jection comes just a year after 
Kentucky agriculture sur¬ 
passed $5 billion in cash re¬ 
ceipts, or gross sales, for the 
first time ever in 2012, the 
University of Kentucky ag 
economists said. Now, the 
state's farm economy could 
add nearly $1 billion in re¬ 
ceipts in just one year. 

“That's a momentous occa¬ 
sion,” said UK ag economist 
Will Snell. “We went through 


10 years where we were trying 
to get $4 billion.” 

Farm receipts reached a 
record $5.3 billion last year as 
high commodity prices, strong 
livestock markets and a big 
influx of crop insurance pay¬ 
ments more than offset a se¬ 
vere drought that wilted many 
crops. The economist said 
farm receipts could approach 
or exceed $6 billion this year. 

The next round of record¬ 


setting receipts won't result in 
record overall profits for farm¬ 
ers, however. 

Snell predicted this year's 
statewide net farm income - 
the amount left after ex¬ 
penses - could reach $1.7 bil¬ 
lion, up from $1.5 billion in 
2012. That would be well 
below the 2005 record of $2.1 
billion in net income, a figure 
inflated by lump sum tobacco 
buyout payments, he said.

Superintendent in 
Webster resigns 

Webster County Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Dr. James 
Kemp has resigned his posi¬ 
tion as head of the school sys¬ 
tem after 12 years, according 
to The Journal-Enterprise. 

At the Dec. 2 meeting of the 
Webster County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation, Kemp announced his 
resignation. 

"I've been around 47 years, 
and you always know when it 
is the right time," Kemp told 
board members, according to 
the newspaper. "It's time for 
me to retire." 

Kemp will step down from 
his position Monday. On that 
date, at the regular school 
board meeting, the board is 
expected to consider selection 
of an interim superintendent. 

Kemp, according to The 
Journal-Enterprise, will stay 
on with the school district 
until June 14, 2014, as exec¬ 
utive director of special proj¬ 
ects. On that date, he will 
officially retire. 

Crittenden County Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Dr. 
Rachel Yarbrough served in 
Webster County as assistant 
superintendent under Kemp 
before being hired as superin¬ 
tendent of the local school sys¬ 
tem in 2008.

Unemployment rate 
rises in Crittenden 

Crittenden County’s jobless 
rate remained steady from 
September to October, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Office of 
Unemployment Training. Both 
months saw 7.3 percent un¬ 
employment in the county. 
The October 2013 rate, how¬ 
ever, was up slightly from 7 
percent reported in October of 
last year. 

Crittenden County joined 
95 other counties whose job¬ 
less rate had increased in the 
year since October 2012. All 
neighboring Kentucky coun¬ 
ties except Lyon County also 
saw an increase in the unem¬ 
ployment rate. In Lyon 
County, the rate fell from 7.9 
percent in October 2012 to 7.6 
percent in October 2013.

PSC hopes to reset 
electric rate hearing 

A meeting scheduled for 
Tuesday in Henderson to take 
comments and provide infor¬ 
mation on a western Kentucky 
utility's proposed rate in¬ 
creases was canceled related 
to the winter storm that hit the 
area last week. 

The Kentucky Public Serv¬ 
ice Commission said staff is 
trying to reschedule the ses¬ 
sion regarding Big Rivers Elec¬ 
tric Corp.'s proposal to raise 
rates. 

Big Rivers wants to in¬ 
crease rates early next year to 
boost annual revenue by $70 
million. The increase is to par¬ 
tially offset the loss of about 
$175 million in annual rev¬ 
enue that will occur when the 
Century Aluminum smelter in 
Sebree ceases to be a Big 
Rivers customer at the end of 
January. 

The rate increase is esti¬ 
mated to increase monthly 
residential bills by about $25 
to $30 per month.

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Pressure cookers retain nutrients, cook faster 


At the end of a busy day, 
many of us would love to 
quickly produce a tasty, 
nutritious, home-cooked 
meal with minimal effort. 
One way you can achieve 
this is by utilizing an elec¬ 
tric pressure cooker. 

Some of you may be 
hesitant about using a 
pressure cooker, either be¬ 
cause you’re not familiar 
with them or have heard 
horror stories from your 
mother or grandmother 
about pressure cookers ex¬ 
ploding and the cooker and 
its contents flying across

the room. As long as you 
correctly follow the manu¬ 
facturer’s operating instruc¬ 
tions for the cooker, you can 
cook most foods very safely. 
Today’s pressure cookers 
include more safety release 
valves and interlocking lids, 
which makes them safer 


than older models. Electric 
pressure cookers have their 
own heat sources that are 
automatically regulated to 
maintain the desired pres¬ 
sure. 

In an electric pressure 
cooker, foods cook three to 
10 times faster compared to 
conventional cooking meth¬ 
ods because the cooker does 
not allow air and liquids to 
escape the container below 
a pre-set pressure. As the 
pressure builds, the tem¬ 
perature inside the cooker 
rises above the normal boil¬ 
ing point. 


This not only helps the 
food cook quickly, but it 
helps food retain nutrients 
and requires less water to 
prepare items. It also re¬ 
sults in less energy used to 
prepare foods. You can cook 
multiple foods at the same 
time, which saves in dirty 
dishes and time. 

In addition to following 
the manufacturer’s direc¬ 
tions, never fill a pressure 
cooker more than two- 
thirds full or more than 
halfway full for soups or 
stews. Realize that the hot¬ 
ter a food or liquid is going 


into the cooker, the quicker 
it will cook. Brown meat or 
poultry before putting them 
into the pressure cooker for 
best results. 

Generally, foods that ex¬ 
pand as a result of foaming 
and frothing, such as apple¬ 
sauce, cranberries, 

rhubarb, cereals, pastas, 
split peas and dried soup 
mixes, should not be cooked 
in a pressure cooker. 

Cleaning methods will 
vary depending upon the 
type of pressure cooker you 
have. Follow manufacturer’s 
guidelines for cleaning. 


Store pressure cookers in 
a cool, dry place with the lid 
inverted on the body. Fail¬ 
ing to do so can result in 
unpleasant odors and cause 
wear and tear on the lid’s 
seal. 

Remember you should 
not try to use a pressure 
cooker as a pressure canner 
to preserve food. The quick 
come-up and cool-down 
times may not be long 
enough to kill all harmful 
microorganisms, which can 
cause foodborne illnesses 
from eating the canned 
foods.

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School news revisited 1934,1935 



[^Forgotten Passages^ 


Those school days of long 
ago in the little wooden 
frame schoolhouses that 
dotted our countryside bring 
back many memories. The 
day usually started with 
singing, a Bible verse and al¬ 
ways the Pledge of Allegiance 
to our flag. Then it was time 
for the daily studies to begin. 

But there were other ac¬ 
tivities included with the 
school year, such as closing 
day programs, picnics, plays 
and sports. Here are some 
activities that took place in 
1934 and 1935. 

Dempsey School 
Feb. 2, 1934 

Our school, having begun 
on July 19, closed Jan. 26 
with good attendance during 
the entire term. A large per¬ 
cent of the pupils did excel¬ 
lent work, very few failed to 
be promoted, and there were 
six eighth-grade graduates: 
Garnet Ray, James Ray, 
Frieda Gahagen and Rob, 
Virgil and Elizabeth Truitt. 
All of the graduates expect to 
enter high school next term. 

The last day of school, we 
had contests and songs by 
the pupils, and the PTA 
served a bountiful basket 
dinner, which was con¬ 
sumed with much elation. 

In the afternoon, the 
eighth-grade entertained for 
awhile. L.M. Duncan, chair¬ 
man of the school trustees, 
gave a brief talk concerning 
school affairs. 

Mrs. L.W. Truitt, the 
teacher, discussed school- 
work. The PTA presented the 
teacher with a table cloth 
which was highly appreci¬ 
ated. Candy and oranges 
were served by the PTA 

After benediction by Mr. 
Duncan, all went home with, 
at least, satisfied appetites. 

Brown School closes 
Feb. 9,1934 

Wednesday, Jan. 31 was 
a red-letter day in the his¬ 
tory of Brown School. Begin¬ 
ning at 10:30, the primary 
grades introduced the day's 
program with songs and dra¬ 
mas. 

The speakers of the morn¬ 
ing were: first County School 
Superintendent, J.L.F. Paris, 
who spoke at length on the 
advantages of higher educa¬ 
tion and presented diplomas 
to the following graduates: 
Jewell Agnes Vaughn, Mary 
Belle Fritts and Willa Bell 
Horning. 

Second, Hollis C. 
Franklin, cashier of Farmers 
Bank & Trust Co. in Marion, 
delighted his audience with 
a beautiful reading and an 
impressive story. The last 
speaker was David H. 
Postelthweight, County 
Judge of Crittenden County, 
who made an interesting 
talk on the philosophy of life. 
Then came the noon hour 
and such a dinner! 

The afternoon was given 
over to a community play, 
"The Little Clodhopper," a 
comedy-drama in three acts. 
Between the first and second 
acts, Mrs. Vernon Fritts gave 
a reading. At the close of the 
second act, Lee Butler and 
Clifton Robinson gave a 
stunt program.

Miss Blondell Boucher 
taught the first five months 
of the school. Mrs. Fred 
Gilbert, a substitute teacher, 
finished the term. The house 
was filled to overflowing with 
practically 100 percent at¬ 
tendance of the immediate 
community and a goodly 
number from the adjoining 
districts. 

Class Picnic site of 
serious accident 
April 13, 1934 

The entire population of 
Marion and Crittenden 
County was saddened Tues¬ 
day afternoon by one of the 
strangest of accidents that 
may cost the life of Randall 
Phillips, the 17-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Reed 
Phillips. 

The annual sophomore 
picnic was being held at the 
covered bridge, two miles 
north of Marion on the old 
Ford's Ferry Road. Randall 
and a few other classmates 
were the first to arrive at the 
picnic grounds. Roaming 
around in the woods just 
north of the bridge on a 
small stream that empties 
into Crooked Creek, they 
found a grapevine, several 
inches in diameter, swinging 
from a tall tree. The lower 
end of the vine had been cut 
loose from the ground by the 
CCC workers, making a 
grapevine swing. 

Swinging far out from the 
base of the tree the youth's 
grip gave way, and he was 
thrown head first into a pile 
of rocks 20 or 30 feet below. 

Two students in the 
party, Ben Dooms and Allen 
Woodall, ran down the cliff 
to where Phillips struck the 
ground, and seeing him un¬ 
conscious and bleeding from 
the head, both fainted. Mr. 
O.J. Williams, Smith- 
Hughes Instructor, arrived a 
few minutes after the acci¬ 
dent occurred, and he, with 
some terrified students, 
rushed the injured boy to 
Marion, where he was given 
fist-aid. He was then rushed 
to the Illinois Central Hospi¬ 
tal at Paducah, where Dr. 
Allen Shemwell, who at¬ 
tended to the boy, said he 
sustained a dislocated verte¬ 
bra, causing paralysis to the 
entire body; a fracture skull; 
and severe lacerations on 
the face and head. His con¬ 
dition was reported some 
better, but still extremely 
critical. 

(Mr. Randall Phillips sur¬ 
vived and he died in May of 
1992 and is buried at Maple- 
view Cemetery.) 

Tolu School news 
Nov. 1,1935 

Our school is progressing 
nicely. The English depart¬ 
ment is under the supervi¬ 
sion of Mrs. Blondell 
Boucher. 

Great effort has been ex¬ 
pended in order to give the 
students enjoyable exercise. 
A new tennis court and cro¬ 


quet ground has been added 
to our playground. In the 
near future, we hope to add 
other improvements for both 
the high school and the 
lower grades. 

Coach W.B. Fisher re¬ 
ports that he is well pleased 
with his athletic department. 
Only a few games of baseball 
were played, but in each 
game, Tolu was victorious. 
The basketball team has 
played only three games this 
season and has been victori¬ 
ous in each of these. Come 
out to every home game and 
boost for your home boys. 

Prof. W.B. Fisher and the 
agriculture class visited the 
farm of Mr. Aubrey Griffith 
and engaged in some farm 
practice work in poultry last 
week. Mr. Fisher is glad for 
his boys to have the practice 
and wants any patrons to 
feel free to call on him at any 
time. 

All patrons are urged to 
be present at the next meet¬ 
ing of the PTA. The program 
committee, composed of 
Mrs. Warren Guess, Miss 
Ella Mae Gass and Miss 
Muriel Easley, have pre¬ 
pared a most delightful mu¬ 
sical program. 

Mattoon School News 
Nov. 15,1935 

The members of the bas¬ 
ketball first team are as fol¬ 
lows: 

- Byron Nunn, center and 
captain, who has had three 
years experience. This is his 
senior year and Mattoon will 
lose one of her best players. 

- J.T. Nation, right for¬ 
ward, is just beginning his 
career in basketball. He is 
not only good in the game, 
but also in his studies. He 
was on the honor roll this 
month. 

- Chester Newcom, left 
forward, is also in his first 
year of basketball. He re¬ 
ceived honorable mention on 


the honor roll. 

- Roy Allen Johnson, right 
guard, is in his first year of 
basketball. He is outstand¬ 
ing in both his studies and 
basketball. He was on the 
honorable mention list last 
month. 

- Joe Truitt, left guard, is 
beginning his first year of 
basketball. 

- Pete Travis is substitute 
for the first team. 

A play is to be given by 
the juniors for the purpose 
of raising funds to entertain 
the seniors at the close of 
school. This has been cus¬ 
tomary for the last three 
years. The Class of 1934 
went to Mammoth Cave. The 
class of 1935 went to 
Nashville, Chattanooga and 
Lookout Mountain.

Holscombe by E.O Roberts, 
Sugar Brown by Chester 
Truitt, Rube Miller by Wilbur 
Brantley, Fiddler by Chester 
Truitt, Mrs. Arabella Simp¬ 
kins by Catherine Mayes, 
Betsy Brown by Ruth John¬ 
son and Scraps by Naoma 
Johnson. 

Earlene Little, of Mattoon 
4-H Club, won first prize in 
the calf show. Her brother, 
J.C. won third prize, and he 
has gone to Louisville to the 
state show with the calves.

Have snow, won't travel. 

That's the general policy of the 
Crittenden County School District 
when inclement weather hits. 

In most cases, when classes are 
cancelled due to weather or travel 
conditions, no extra-curricular ac¬ 
tives such as sporting events are al¬ 
lowed. However, there are some 
exceptions made on a case by case 
basis. 

Since last week's ice and snow fell 
upon Marion, the Rockets and Lady 
Rockets basketball teams have 
been idle. 

"We haven't practiced since last 
Wednesday," Rocket coach Denis 
Hodge said Tuesday morning. "But 
we are going to have a practice 
today." 

Although Crittenden's game with 
Caldwell County was cancelled 
Tuesday, Hodge's team was given 


permission to 
meet at the gym 
for a workout. 

The boys' team 
has not played a 
game due to the 
weather. Its first 
three matchups 
were snowed out 
Friday, Saturday 
and Tuesday. 

"It's a week and 
a half into the sea¬ 
son and we haven't played a game," 
Hodge said. "That's okay if everyone 
is getting snowed out but when 
other teams play it can put our kids 
at a disadvantage." 

Most teams in area counties have 
already played one or two games, 
including Fifth District teams. 
Lyon, however, has not, making Fri¬ 
day's district showdown at Ed- 


dyville the first for both boys' teams. 

The Lady Rockets have played 
one game. They lost last week to St. 
Mary and will face district foe Lyon 
on Friday also. 

Opening the season with a dis¬ 
trict opponent isn't the best plan, 
Hodge concedes, but his team was 
already set last week to open with 
Trigg, but that game was snowed 
out. Actually, though, Trigg was 
never supposed to be the team's 
first game. A scheduling conflict 
with Union County had caused the 
Rocket schedule to turn out that 
way. 

The biggest issue with getting lots 
of snow games, Hodge says, is find¬ 
ing "good" times for rescheduling 
them. 

"What happens is we end up play¬ 
ing several games in a row without 
any practice or preparation time," 


the skipper explained. "So you're 
just playing without making any 
adjustments for the team you're 
playing." 

As for this week's opening oppo¬ 
nent, Hodge has some concerns. 
Lyon is rated the 11th best team in 
the 15-team Second Region by 
BluegrassPreps.com. Folks in Lyon 
County, including their seventh- 
year head coach Jeff Embrey, ex¬ 
pect something better. Embrey is 
the region's winningest coach when 
it comes to skippers with the most 
wins with their current teams. He 
has 104 victories in six years at 
Lyon. 

The Lyons have guards Tyler Mar¬ 
tin and Brandon White, as well as 
Jerrico Wilkerson and his freshman 
brother, Josiah Wilkerson, back. 
Six-foot-4 forward Zach Polston is 
also returning.

Cemetery group seeks cleanup help 


A cemetery work day has 
been scheduled by the Cald¬ 
well County Cemetery Board 
for Saturday at the Dollar 
Cemetery located on Ky. 902 
East about three miles east 
of Fredonia. The location is 
within about a mile of the 
Crittenden County line. 

The cemetery board, 
formed in 2004, is tasked 
with identifying, restoring 
and preserving the county’s 
abandoned and neglected 
cemeteries. Many known 
cemeteries in Caldwell, Crit¬ 
tenden and surrounding 
counties lack the perpetual 
care funds necessary for 
proper maintenance. Volun¬ 
teers are counted on to help 
preserve these cemeteries for 
use by future generations. 

Dollar Cemetery is lo¬ 
cated on the farm of Wayne 


Allen Prowell. It is believed 
the cemetery was begun by 
members of the Deboe fam¬ 
ily in the early 1800s. Ac¬ 
cording to cemetery record 
books, there are approxi¬ 
mately 70 marked graves, at 
least 25 sandstones and 
probably several unmarked 
graves. 

The first documented 
burial is that of Martha Ann 
Riley, the 2-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Stephen and Mary 
“Polly” Riley. She died Oct. 
15, 1841. Other early buri¬ 
als are Sarah Felker with a 
death date of Dec. 28, 1843, 
and Jasper Dollar with a 
death date of July 4, 1850. 
The last known burial is that 
of Robert Logan Shinall in 
1945. 

Surnames of families 
buried there include Crayne, 


Deboe, Dollar, Guess, Mc- 
Caslin, McChesney, Riley 
and Shinall. The majority of 
these families all have de¬ 
scendants still living in 
Caldwell and Crittenden 
counties. 

The Fredonia Valley Her¬ 
itage Society is seeking 
funds to erect a fence 
around the cemetery and to 
repair several toppled tomb¬ 
stones. Donations may be 
sent to FVHS, P.O. Box 256, 
Fredonia, KY 42411, or 
given to Rodney Paris, Don 
Boone, Steve Faughn or Dot 
Rogers.
